issued. This praetiee does not appear to oonf orm with paragraph 4,d of 
Referenee. A. It furthermore oauses considerable delay in our efforts to stay 
on top of the Soviet target on a timely basis. Although wo are unable to cite ea 
statistic#, it appears that the groat majority of Soviets who apply for PCS 
C J visas do arrive although there is often considerable delay in confirming 
actual arrival, which is caused by delay in receiving legitinatlen eard

We therefore plan to institute the proeedure outlined in Referenee 
A in the near future, l.e. , notifying Headquarters by cable of visa Issuances 
and requesting traces c ^ .

Intent of the bock dispatch would plaoo Soviets assigned to international 
organizations in the same category. 
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
